Physical Society Held First 
Meeting of New Season 

"HadUi; I'laollcal mut Thcoiellcat",

lon, I'Mt.S. Dr. Apploton, who was a 
Fellow ot St. John's Collège, Coin- 
bridge, and Is now professor of physics 
at King's Collège, London, wa.s Intro- 
duced by I'rof.s. llelllcy and Keys. 

"Before lung distance IransmlHsl'^n 
ot radio licains wna undertaken. It w.is 
not suspected what 11 profound .n- 
riuencc the atmosphere h'ls on wir.v 
Ie.«s," said I'lof. Appleloii, "The theory 
that wireless wave.i travelled in 
straight lines was tenable In the case 
of short wave transmissions. But when 
Marconi succeeded in sending 11 beam 
from Knglnnd to America, It seemed 
that this theory would no loii!.:ei' liobl, 
since It would thus ho Impoi'slble for 
tho waves to get .iround the curva- 
ture ot the e.irth." 

It was then that extensive research 
work began In the field of radio with 
respect to the conductivity of the at- 
mosphere. . 

It was soon found that the atmos- 
pliere was not a perfect non-conduct'ir, 
as It had been until then suspected. 
Evidently two different waves were 
sent forth when broadcastinp, one 
travelling through the earth and the 
her through the atmosphere. 
A theory was protoundcd In which 
It was assumed that a conducting shell 
or layer of air encircles the earth at 
a distance of about 120 kilometers from 
the surface.

Learned Mora than in School 
The parado^ical nature popular be- 
liefs is well illustrated by t'le quite 
general remttrk, heard continully, from 
those who have advanced some dis- 
tance beyond school and coll'ege period
